The New York World’s Fair it­ 
self was a heat victim its attend­ 
ance yesterday shrinking to 75,107 
paid admissions, the smallest Sun­ 
day crowd this summer. 
Chicago, which enjoyed a brief 
respite from heat, saw the mer­ 
cury rise to 97 yesterday, and ex­ 
pected a maximum of IOO today.

Modern sanita­ 
tion

preventive 
medicine 
have made such gatherings really 
safe from the health viewpoint. 
We wonder why nobody thought of 
them in our grandfather’s time, 
but in our grandfather’s time, 
camping 
concentrations 
would 
have been hazardous, not healthy. 
The greatest single danger that 
has been eliminated is typhoid 
fever. The experience of Amer­ 
ican troops in camp concentrations 
during the Spanish-American War 
with the frightful incidence of

typhoid followed by the experience 
of the British army in the Boer 
war in preventing it by individr I 
inoculation showed the way to 
safety from this ancient curse, and 
that was only forty years ago. 
Every child that goes* to camp 
should have a preventive typhoid 
inoculation. 
It’s true 
it often 
spoils several days of vacation 
with a slight fever or sore arm, 
but it can be done long before 
camp starts. The same may be 
said of diphtheria prevention. 


Safe Water 


The nature of the water supply 
will be investigated by any expe­ 
rienced camp director. If the camp 
secures its water supply from a 
city or village reservoir that is 
subject to frequent inspection, all 
well and good. Some camps own 
their own water shed, and can 
police it. If there is any question 
about the water supply chlorina­ 
tion is done. 
The disposal of sewage, if trunk 
line sewers are not available, can 
be accomplished by septic tanks. 


Showers, regular bath equipment 
at camps are more sanitary than 
tubs. 
Milk supply must also be inves­ 
tigated. Most of the diseases of 
children in the summer forty years 
ago were from milk. It sounds fine 
to say a camp has its own dairy 
herd, but unless this is carefully 
inspected it is a source of danger. 
Milk should never be delivered to 
camp in bulk—in cans. Nothing 
larger than quart bottles. 
The more separation of camp­ 
ers’ sleeping quarters the better. 
When soldiers were herded in 
large barracks, during the last 
World War, contagious diseases 
broke out. When they were put in 
smaller sleeping quarters or tents 
this was reduced. 


Physically Fit Campers 


The preliminary physical exam­ 
ination to see whether the camper 
is fit for all the strenuous activi­ 
ties of camp is also a protection. 
One of the great benefits of 
camp life is to correct capricious 
appetites. The emphasis on vege­ 
tables, milk, fruits and the elimi­ 
nation of an overabundance of 
sweets makes for the building of 
strong, hard bodies and the loss of 
softness. 
Another good effect of camp in 
many cases is to get the child away 
from its dependent home atmos­ 
phere and put it on its own. Those 
possessive parents who spend their 
vacation near the camp so they 
can “ see how the child is getting 
along,” are spoiling the good effect 
of camping as much as those who 
bootleg candy and cake to their 
darlings.

RUSSIA-U. S. ALLIES? 
All 
of this demonstrates 
the 
fact that the United States, if it 
is not to be left entirely alone in 
the Pacific, must move quickly and 
must secure friends. To date, there 
are 
only two potential 
friends 
worth worry ing about. 
1, is Great Britain, which in fact 
is America’s first line of defense, 
and which might be saved if the 
United States gave major aid. 
2, is Russia, the natural enemy 
of J apan, whom J apan fears more 
than she fears the United States. 
A hook-up between ^Russia and 
the United States could hamstring 
J apan, keep her powerless in the 
North Pacific. 
That is why the Roosevelt-Bullitt 
statement denouncing Russia is so 
important. Bullitt was the man 
who persuaded Roosevelt to recog­ 
nize 
Soviet Russia 
in the 
first 
place, and apparently he still has 
the last word on the country he 
now hates so bitterly . 
So 
probably there 
will be 
no 
warming up to Russia, no matter 
what J apan does in the Pacific.
